Richard  Ehrle's  hard  running  led  this  year's 
Cross  Country  team  to  two  victories,  but  Red- 
ford suffered  an  equal  number  of  defeats.  He 
showed  his  heels  to  the  four  teams  Redford 
met,  coming  in  first  against  Cooley,  Cody, 
Northwestern,  and  Central.  In  the  West  Side 
cross  country  meet,  he  also  finished  first.  The 
City  meet  was  Ehrle's  final  bid  for  recognition, 
but  he  was  unable  to  overcome  swift-running 
Don  Wheeler  of  Pershing  and  had  to  finish  be- 
hind him  for  a  second  place. 

In  contrast  to  other  sports,  the  Cross  Country 
team  earning  the  lowest  number  of  points  is 
the  winner.  The  sum  of  the  positions  in  which 
each  individual  finishes,  up  to  five,  determines 
his  team's  score.  All  meets  were  held  on  the 
regulation  two-mile  course  at  Palmer  Park. 

Cooley  was  Redford's  first  opponent  this 
season.     Richard  Santer  finished  behind  Ehrle, 


but  the  next  six  winners  were  from  Cooley. 
John  Lama  finished  ninth.  Cooley  managed 
to  place  enough  men  to  get  the  lowest  score 
and  beat  Redford  25  to  40. 

Redford  literally  ran  over  Cody  in  its  next 
meet,  beating  them  15  to  65.  Cody  has  an 
inexperienced  squad  which  should  improve  in 
the  following  seasons. 

Northwestern,  running  in  its  traditional  out- 
standing style,  overpowered  Redford  16  to  40. 
Ehrle's  number  one  spot  was  not  enough  to 
offset  Northwestern's  strength,  for  Redford's 
next  runner  to  cross  the  finish  line  was  Brown- 
field  in  twelfth  place. 

Redford's  second  and  last  victory  came 
against  Central  with  a  close  27-30.  The  Hus- 
kies took  five  high  positions  with  Ehrle's  first. 
Luster's  third.  Lama's  sixth,  Brownfield's  eighth, 
and  Berry's  ninth.

Redford  swimmers  started  their  season 
decisively  by  soundly  beating  Southwestern, 
Chadsey,  and  later,  Central,  Cody,  and 
Cooley.  Although  some  of  our  scores  were 
high,  the  boys  still  met  strong  competition, 
and  in  the  Mackenzie  and  Western  meets 
where  the  opposition  was  strongest,  they 
fought  the  hardest.  After  beating  Cody, 
Redford  became  West  Side  Champions  and 
was  all  ready  for  the  City  and  Dual  cham- 
pionship meets. 

In  the  Mackenzie  meet,  Ellis  was  the  star 
for  Mackenzie,  swimming  and  winning  the 
100  yard  freestyle  and  the  100  individual 
medley.  Bill  Frederick  of  Mackenzie  gave 
Bill  Dietrich  of  Redford  a  close  race  in  the 
200  yard  freestyle.  The  deciding  factor  of 
the  meet  was  the  relay  in  which  the  free- 
style team  took  two  firsts  to  win.

of  Redford  placing  third.  It  was  an  ex- 
tremely close  meet  with  the  points  alternat- 
ing in  favor  of  Redford,  then  Western,  until 
the  last  minutes.  The  medley  relay  team  of 
Deacon,  Anderson,  and  Dietrich  came  in 
first  place,  thus  building  up  Husky  hopes. 
The  freestyle  team  again  cinched  the  meet 
by  taking  first  and  third  places.  This  meet 
with  Western  was  one  of  the  determining 
factors  in  winning  the  west  side  title. 

Bill  Dietrich,  the  200  yard  freestyle  man, 
was  the  only  man  on  the  team  with  an  un- 
beatable record.  Roger  Tracey,  who  swam 
the  100  yard  freestyle  and  the  150  indi- 
vidual medley,  came  close  to  him  in  points. 

This  is  the  sixth  straight  year  that  Redford 
swimmers  have  been  West  Side  Champions. 
This  is  possible,  in  part,  because  of  the  team 
constantly  building  up  within  itself  and  hav- 
ing lettermen  returning  for  the  next  season.
